Social  Conditions.  The  District  is,  as  to  ahout  one  fifth  of  its 
area,  hut  as  to  three  fourths  of  the  population,  industrial  in 
character.  The  remaining  four  fifths  of  the  area,  v/ith  one  fourth 
of  the  population,  is  purely  agricultural.  The  decline  of  the  old 
coal  and  iron  industries  has  left  evidence  of  derelict  works  and 
mines,  and  the  conseciuent  decline  of  population  caused  a  numher  of 
old  houses  also  to  Become  derelict.  The  chief  existing  industries 
are  hrick  and  tile  making,  encaustic  tile  works,  three  modern 
engineering  works  which  employ  many  hands,  and  a  toy  factory 
recently  estahlished. 

Up  to  some  nine  years  ago  when  the  Council,  through  its 
Committees,  Began  Building  in  the  './onlock,  Broseley  and  Made  ley 
V/ards,  there  had  Been  very  little  Building  of  working  class  houses 
for  a  period  of  50  years  or  more;  there  Being  in  consequence  much 
house  property  of  old  and  inferior  standard,  of  low  rental  value 
and  occupied  in  consideraBle  proportion  By  small  wage  earners. 

The  number  of  houses  which  have  now  Been  Built,  and  are 
owned,  By  the  Council  already  represents  some  fourteen  per  cent 
of  the  total  inhabited  houses,  and  much  of  the  worst  of  the 
insanitary  or  worn  out  property  has  Been  demolished  or  closed.

The  Birth  rate  showed  a  marked  falling  off  from  that  of 
the  previous  year  and  was  helov;  the  average  for  recent  years. 

It  v/as  however,  slightly  above  the  rate  for  the  Country  generally.

Of  the  total  220  (live  and  still  births)  8,  or  3.7  per 
cent,  were  illegitimate. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year,  when  corrected  for  age  and 
sex  distribution,  was  a  fraction  a"bove  that  of  the  Country 
generally,  and- very  close  to  the  average  in  the  District  for  the 
past  8  years,  during  which  the  rate  has  remained  very  steady. 
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No  death  was  due  to  Measles,  Scarlet  fever,  or  Diphtheria. 
V/hooping_C.ougb  caused  one  death,  influenza  7,  puLnonary 
tuberculosis  B,  other  tuberculosis  1,  cancer  23,  cerebral 
haemorrhage  19,  diabetes  3,  heart  disease  44,  bronchitis  6, 
pneumonia  3*  Two  deaths  were  suicidal,  and  7  v/ere  due  to 
accident. 
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The  infant  mortality  rate  is  one  which  tends  to  shov/ 
considerable  variation  from  year  to  year  in  small  sections  of 
population.  Such  variations  are  without  sanitary  significance. 
In  general  the  Borough ’ s  average  rate  is  below  that  of  the 
Country  generally,  and  the  rate  for  the  past  year  compares  very 
favourably.  There  were  only  8  infant  deaths  of 'which  5  v^rere 
due  to  conditions  classed  as  Congenital  Debility,  including 
Premature  Birth.  These  causes  are  mainly  due  to  ante-natal 
conditions  of  health  in  expectant  mothers,  for  the  avoidance  of 
which  the  advice  and  assistance  available  at  the  'Child  Welfare’ 
Centre  is  specially  directed. 

GBl'IBRAL-  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  S^IRVICEa  FOR  THE  AREA. 


No  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year  as  regards  the 
following  services,  as  detailed  in  the  Annual  Reports  for  1930  and 
1934. 

Nursing  in  the  Home,  Laboratory  facilities,  Legislation  in  force, 
Hospitals ,  Ambulance  facilities,  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Ironbridge  and  District  Child  Welfare  Centre  is 
supported  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  is  provided  by  a  Voluntary 
Associaticn,  with  assistance  from  Government  grant  and_  ^e  County 
Council.  The  Centre  is  in  Ironbridge,  in  a' house  acquired  and 
equipped  for  the  purpose.  This  Centre  continues  to  do  most ^ 
excellent  work  and  to ‘secure  consistently  large  attendances  of 
mothers  and  infsints.  '  during  the  year  the  attendances  were  as.

This  is  also  a  County  Council  local  centre  for  orthopaedic 
work  in  connection  with  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and 
also  a  dental  clinic  for  school  children. 

Hospital  Isolation.  In  the  absence  of  any  material  progress 
towards  the  provision  of  a  County  Hospital,  the  To¥/n  Council 
continues  its  arrangement  for  the  admission  of  urgent  cases  to  the 
Shrewsbury  and  Atcham  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  by  payment. 

AMhulance  Facilities.  ’  The  service  is  primarily  that 
provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  described  on  page  53  of  "the 
County  H.  O’s  Annual  Report  for  1937* 

The  Lady  Pointer  Trust  also  maintains  a  modern  ambulance, 
kept  at  the  Much  W^lock  Lady  Pointer  Hospital,  for  the  transport 
of  Hospital  cases  within  the  Borough.  This  Ambulance  may  also  be 
used,  in  emergency,  to  move  Borough  residents  to  Institutions 
outside  the  Borough. 

There  is  no  co-ordination  of  these  services,  biit  the  District 
appears  to  be  adequately  served  for  its  ordinary  needs. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTAIiCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply.  Madeley  and  Broseley  Wards.  The  supply 
from  the  deep  bore  at  Harrington  was  constant,  and  the  quantity  , 
and  quality  good.  A  chemical  analysis  early  in  the  year  was  quite 
satisfactory.  Bacteriological  analysis  in  August,  of  samples  from 
the  Madeley  and  Broseley  Reservomrs  showed  excellent  purity  in  th>Q 
case  of  Madeley,  and  that  from  the  Broseley  high  level  reservoir 
v/as  satisfactory  as  showing  no  sign  of  manurial  contamination,  but 
the  presence  of  some  slight  vegetable  growth  in  the  reservoir  was 
suggested. 
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This  Harrington  pumping  scheme  supplies,  "besides  the  two 
•Yards  in  the  Borough,  Bawley  U.  B,  ,  and  parts  of  Oakengates  U.  B.  , 
and  of  Wellington  R.  D.  Increasing  demands  have  led  to  the  Council 
o"btaining  sanction  to  a  loan  for  a  new  "bore  and  pumping  plant,  how 
in  progress,  at  Beck"bury  at  some  half  mile  distance  from  the 
Harrington  Works. 

The  men  engaged  in  the  management  of  the  pumping  plant  have 
"been  medically  examined,  and  precautionary  instructions  have  Been 
given  for  safeguarding  the  water  against  human  infection. 

In  Madeley  Ward  210  yards  of  new  main  were  laid  in  Victoria 
and  Bridle  .Roads  and  various  properties  supplied. 

Some  1200  feet  of  new  service  pipe  was  laid  at  Coalbrookdale. 

The  large  nura"ber  of  house  services  laid  at  Madeley  has  led 
to  the  removal  of  many  of  the  old  street  conduits  as  not  no\7 
required. 

At  Broseley  a  3  inch  main  has  Been  extended  to  supply  50  new 
Council  houses  on  the  Birch  Meadow  Housing  ©state.  In  the 
Jackfield  area  of  the  Ward  the  supply  was  laid  on  to  four  new 
Bungalo\7s,  and  many  defective  old  service  pipes  v/ere  replaced. 

Some  230  feet  of  new  service  pipe  were  laid  in  the  adjoining 
Benthall  parish  in  Barrow  J/ard. 

V/enlock  \7ard.  The  supply  from  the  Station  Field  V/ell,  and 
the  ABBey  Park  springs,  was  constant.  Bacteriological  analysis 
of  the  water  from  each  source  was  made  in  June  and  the  report  was 
satisfactory.  A  s,ample  taken  at  the  same  time  from  the  storage 
reservoir  to  which  the  water  is  pumped  showed  a  higher  Bacterial 
count  and  indicated  some  slight  coliform  contamination  which  was, 
in  the  analyst’s  opinion,  of  vegetable  origin.  '  The  reservoir 
should,  in  my  opinion.  Be  cleane.d.  out  and  it  should  also  Be 
fenced  round  to  prevent  the  apprpach  of  cattle.  It  is  covered, 
and  grassed  over. 

Barrow  Ward.  The  supply  to  Little  Wenlock  Village  has 
Been  under  consideration,  and  the  question  of  the  acquisition  By 
the  Council  of  the  spring,  pumping  plant  and  supply  main,  fran  the 
small  local  Company,  is  now  Being  considered. 

The  question  of  a  joint  scheme  for  supply  to  the  small 
collection  of  houses  at  New  \/orks  is  also  under  consideration  By 
the  Barrov/  Sanitary  Committee  and  By  './ellington  R.  B.  C.  ,  part  of 
the  area  Being  in  Little  V/enlock  parish  and  part  in  Wellington 
Rural  parish.  The  area  is  very  Badly  deficient  in  v/ater  supply 
and  its  imi^rovement  has  long  Been  debated. 

Brainage  and  Sev/erage.  The  new  sewerage  scheme  at  Broseley, 
necessitated  "by  the  Council’s  new  Housing  Estate  Scheme,  was  nearing 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Ihis  system will  also  provide 
for  efficient  treatment  of  the  sewage  from  the  old  sewers  of  the 
Eastern  half  of  the  tovm,  and  will  enable  progress  to  Be  made  in  the 
conversion  of  privies  to  W.  C’s  in  that  area. 

In  Madeley  Ward  46  properties  were  provided  with  new  drainage 
and  V/.  C’ s  connected  to  the  nevy  sewerage  schemes.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  has  Been  active  and  very  successful  in  securing  improve¬ 
ments  which  have  Been  made  possible  By  these  schemes,  191  new  ho^se 
drainage  systems  having  Been  installed,  under  his  representations 
and  supervision,  in  the  past  two  years. 

Stream  Pollution.  No  instance  came  under  notice. 

Closet  Accommodation.  Seventy-one  privies  were  converted 
to  W.  C’ s  during  the  year  in  the  four  Wards.  Conversions  are  called 
for  By  the  Inspector  where  there  are  suitable  drainage  and  sewe:!^ 
facilities.  In  areas  v;here  there  are  no  such  facilities  privie^s 
of  old  type  are  in  the  majority. 
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Scavenpiinp;.  The  arrangements  continue  for  removal  of  night 
soil  and  house  refuse  weekly  in  Madeley  \/ard,  and  of  house  refuse  in 
Broseley  Ward?  and  the  town  of  Much  Wenlock.  Difficulty  is 
experienced  in  finding  suitable  sites  for  ’Tips^  in  the  hilly  areas 
of  Madeley  V/ard.

’Lin  inspection  was  made  of  houses  to  be  vacated  by  tenants 
’'as  a  result  of  slum  clearance.  It  was  found  that  in  no  case  was 
”it  necessary  for  action  to  be  taken  for  disinfection,  the  houses 
’’and  belongings  of  the  tenants  being  free  from  vermin. 

’’Schools.  Improvement  was  made  at  one  school  in  the 
’’Hadeley  Ward  during  the  year,  by  the  iDrovision  of  v/ater  closets, 
’’new  drainage,  and  a  septic  tank  and  filter  bed.  Complaint  v/as 
’’made  that  the  Barrow  school  was  infested  v/ith  vermin.  The 
’’Glass  rooms  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  and  formaldehyde  candles, 
’’and  the  floor  boards  and  crevices  treated  with  Zaldecide,  v/ith 
’’good  effect.  ” 

"Public  Convenience.  The  Ivladeley  Committee  resolved  to 
"erect  a  Public  Convenience  in  the  Township  of  I.Iadeley,  and 
"requested  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  prepare  the  necessary  plans 
"and  specification.  This  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year."
